In ...these circumstances. I feel 
.that tho,suggestion that has beeii 
made that France, should build 
ten new capital ships In replace- 
ment with a tonnage of 300,000 
tons or mbre - suggests a- program 
of such magnitude as to raise the 
greatest difficulties.. 


In fact, I regret to say that after 


canvassing the matter and taking 
the best information I can obtain, 
I am compelled to conclude that It 
would not be possible on'this basis 
to carry through the agreement. 


I need not point out to you our 
great desire, which you have so 


eloquently expressed, .that tho eco- 
nomic burden of armament should 
be lifted. 
It is not against the 
interests of Franco that we ex- 
press the hope that her industry 
arid resources will be/devoted to 
economic recuperation and the en- 
hancement of her prosperity rath- 
er than be expended in the build- 
ing of fighring ships. At this time, 
when we are anxious to aid Franco 
In full recovery of her economic 
life, It would be most disappoint- 
ing to be advised that she was 
contemplating putting hundreds of 
millions into battleships. 
I have spoken to you thus frank- 


ly, because of my deep apprecia- 
tion of your friendship and of your 
solicitude for the success of the 
efforts we are making, and in the 
.hops that the present 
matter, 


which represents perhaps the most 
critical position yot reached in the 
conference,' may be adjusted on a 
satisfactory basis. 
I repeat that 


the provisional agreement reached 
with Great Britain 
and Japan, 


hinges upon 
appropriate agree- 


ment with France, and 1 cannot 
too strongly urge the most care- 
ful consideration of all the mat- 
ters to which I have taken the 
liberty to allude. 
Permit me to 
assure you of my highest respect 
and of the keen desire that wo 
entertaain in America that you 
should visit us again at an early 
date.

Horn the Loro to Provide Com- 


pletion of Schools For Youth 
Who Must Earn 'Livelihood 
Is 'Being Administered.

The rapid growth of the Oakland 


Part-Time High School has bt?en one 
o' the outstanding features of 
ycai; educationally. The first 
pulsory Continuation Day School wna 
opened in the Jilake Block in Octo- 
ber, 1920, with but 300 pupils. At the 
present time there ait 1100 part-time 
pupils In regular attendance each 
week at the Oakland School, in addi- 
tion to the 100 Oakland students who 
attend in other tvities, especially in 
San Francisco. When all parents and 
employers understand the law and 
its purposes the .school authorities 
uiticipat-e .tlie attendance 
will 
in- 


crpuse to approximately 1500. The 
2500 in San Francisco and the 125.- 
500 part-time students in New York 
City indicate that this growth is na- 
tion-wide.. 


The Part-Time Continuation School 


law has been much misunderstood by 
parents and employers. As with jail .- 
compulsory attendance laws, the first 
thought of many has been to object 
to the law's enforcement 
on the 


round that it interferes with the 
freedom of business. A "number of 
bjcctions have arisen from ignoranc* 
of the law. lt«has been necessary for 
the School Department to overcome 
these" by a publicity campaign. The 
growth of the school and the cordial 
attitude of employers indicate that 
pooplo are -now realizing the good 
that is to como from a part-time 
school. 


The Part-Time law is now Jn force 


In practically all of the progressive 
States. It owes Its existence .to the 
war, for the draft told Americans 
some unpleasant truths. Wo have 
hundreds of thousands of youths, 
many of them born in California, who 
are illiterate. Our average education 
is a 6th grade or tinder. Well-trained 
•/ 


American mechanics are fewer in 
number than we had thought. The 
need of further health and citizen- 
ship Instruction was shown to be 
iirg-ent. -As a first step to remedy this 
condition Part-Time Education laws 
were passed. The 
California 
law 


raises tho compulsory education age 
from 16 to IS, unless the pupil IB *.» 
high school graduate. It provides, 
however, that if youth's between It 
and 18 attend school four hours each 
week to receive further instruction 
In citizenship, health and occttpa- 
tional;'-subjects,, they rnay'•work the -j 
remaining. 44 hours;,of the -worldng -/ \. 
week. Since there .seemed to be no 
alternative but compulsory day school 
or compulsory evening school, the 
law provides that the four hours 
shall bo a part of the day's wctk, Ue- 
tweeri 8 a. m. and 5 p. m.','while those 
who have'hot reached at least the 
'..' 


6th grade by their 18th birthday 
shall continue In evening school until 
they are 21. Employers are forbidden 
to hire any minor who does not pos- 
sess a. certificate from the school de- 
partment declaring him eligible to 
employment, 
an<3 parents al.so are 


made responsible for the attendance 
of the youth at school.. 


To meet the needs of the Oakland 


youths a large Variety of classes ha^i^^ 
been formed. A two-story dwelling ' ^ 
purchased by the board on the Blt« V 
of the new Market Street Junior High 
School serves as the temporary shel- 
ter for academic classes, while the 
shops of the Vocational High school 
are used after ,3 in • the afternoon. 
"Each student, Is compelled-to take nt 
least, two hours of citizenship and 
health instruction, Knglish and math- 
ematics a week, and may take the 
other two hours in further trade in- 
struction. There are a number ot 
classes in the machine, automobile, 
electric, printing and woodworking 
trades, girls being given dressmaking, 
cooking, or millinery. Any pupil may 
elect two hours ; of typing, stenog- 
raphy, bookkeeping or salesmanship 
in place oil the trade Instruction. 
It 


is the opinion, however, of many 
who sire In close ,touch.wllh the work 
that a, largo number, OJ' the students 
need'most the training- In citizenship, 
English and mathematics.
